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Angry calls for refunds 
after Party on the Hill

FURIOUS families are demanding refunds 
after Ely’s Party on the Hill. 

Organisers of the bash believed thousands 
of people would attend on Saturday to see 
X Factor winner Sam Bailey American RnB 
star Jocelyn Brown, 80s legend Adam Ant and 
dance sensations Black Box perform in Cher¬ 
ry Hill Park. 

Sam Bailey was secured just three days 
before the event as Shayne Ward, another X 
Factor winner, pulled out after being given 
“strict instructions to rest”. 

But the event, which cost organiser Swing 
Your Pants Productions more than £75,000 to 
put on, did not have the turn-out it had hoped 
and also experienced a number of issues - the 
main one being that two generators broke 
during the set up for the evening. 

As a result, partygoers say the evening pro¬ 
gramme ran behind schedule and there were 
delays of up to 50 minutes between each act. 

This led to Adam Ant not taking to the 
stage until just before 11.30pm, more than 
two hours later than planned - by which time 
many people, who had last trains to catch, 
had left. 

A statement posted on Adam Ant’s Face- 
book page on Sunday said: “Adam would like 
to apologise to any fans that turned up to the 
Party on the Hill show last night for the set be¬ 
ing cut short. 

“This was due to the festival running late 
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and the local council curfew which forced 
Adam to play a short set of 40 minutes. Adam 
was deeply disappointed as much as the fans.” 

Tickets for the event were £84 for a family 
of four and there were fun activities for chil¬ 
dren during the day, including bouncy castles 
and a visit from Anna and Elsa from Disney’s 
Frozen. 

Speaking on Facebook, one person said: 
“We had a great time. I understand some of 
the frustrations but hope these are tempered 
as Ely rarely sees events like this and it would 
be a shame if the negative comments are tak¬ 
en as the view of the majority and events are 
scrapped in the future.” 

Another described it as the “best day of 
their life”. 

But droves of people who attended the 
evening element of the bash took to Facebook 
to express their anger - and are demanding 
refunds. 

Posting on the Party on the Hill Facebook 
page, one partygoer said: “Absolutely diaboli¬ 
cal. Bought tickets to see Adam Ant and run¬ 
ning so late had to leave at 10.45pm and he 
had not even started when advertised to fin¬ 
ish around 10.30pm. 

“Why did they let Sam Bailey go on when 
she was [a] last-minute replacement so no- 


one had paid to see her but we all lost out on 
the advertised headline act? 

“Expect a full refund and won’t support this 
event again!” 

Another wrote: “So the two people I paid 
money to see I saw neither. 

“Shayne pulled and Adam Ant came on so 
late I’d already had to leave. Drove all the way 
from Nottingham for absolutely nothing. 

“You should give us a refund. It was terri¬ 
ble!” Another described the event as a “total 
farce”. 

On its Facebook page, Swing Your Pants 
Productions, which is run by Delenn Moresby 
and Angela Oxley, posted “a snippet from an 
official statement due to be released”, which 
read: “We are duty bound to stress that all the 
artists gave superb performances and are in 
no way to blame for the problems. 

“They were consummate professionals 
who, along with their teams, graciously and 
generously assisted us in trying to resolve the 
issues. They clearly had their fans in mind at 
every stage and wished to do everything they 
could to not to disappoint them.” 

Speaking to Ely News on Monday, Mr 
Moresby said: “We too are hugely disappoint¬ 
ed. People still had a good time and we have 
had positive feedback, but obviously there 
were issues and we understand why people 
are angry. We are still in discussions about 
how we deal with people’s complaints.”

DEVELOPMENT 

Plans for over 
60 new homes 


PLANS to build more than 
60 new homes in Littleport 
have now been submitted. 

Manor Oak Homes’ pro¬ 
posals to develop land west 
of IB, Upton Lane, were the 
subject of a public exhibi¬ 
tion in the town in June. 

Now the firm has applied 
to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for plan¬ 
ning permission to build 
63 dwellings on the site, 
complete with public open 
space and pedestrian and 
cycle paths. 

The proposed access is off 
The Furrow in the adjacent 
Highfields development, 
with a pedestrian and cycle 
access connecting the site to 
the village via Upton Lane. 

In a statement to the 
council, the developers’ ar- 
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chitects said: “The proposed 
development has been care¬ 
fully considered so that it 
will positively enhance both 
the site, the village and the 
wider area. 

“There should be no ad¬ 
verse impact on any neigh¬ 
bouring properties in terms 
of over dominance, shadow¬ 
ing, loss of light, privacy or 
outlook. The development 
seeks to improve the outlook 
from the roads surround¬ 
ing the site and improve the 
quality of space within the 
area.” 

The developers hope to 
build a mixture of dwellings, 
including houses and flats - 
30 per cent of which will be 


affordable. 

Their agents say: “The 
proposal will result in high 
quality dwellings which will 
provide a good living envi¬ 
ronment for families and 
enhance the character of the 
area. 

“The development will 
bring forward much needed 
affordable living and addi¬ 
tional housing stock to Lit¬ 
tleport and increase social 
and economic aspirations. 

“It is believed that the 
amount and type of devel¬ 
opment is appropriate for 
the site and will help create 
a sustainable community 
for the future.”

Local people show 'overwhelming' support for refugees 


HUNDREDS of people from across 
the Ely area have joined forces in 
support of the Calais refugees. 

Juliet Browse, who runs Spoilt 
Rotten Beads in Haddenham, 
decided to set up an Ely Calais 
Refugee Action group on 
Facebook. 

The group went live on August 
28 and by September 8 more than 
600 people had joined it. 

Residents, businesses and 
organisations have donated many 


items - including everything from 
clothes to food and bicycles to 
sleeping bags - that they now have 
enough to fill three large vans. 

Plus the group has raised more 
than £1,700 in funds for the 
refugees. 

Mrs Browse said: "I invited 10 of 
my friends to join the group and 
before we knew it, it had gone 
crazy. 

"The support local people have 
shown, and continue to show, is 


totally overwhelming. 

"We will be going to the 
CalAid warehouse in London on 
Sunday, September 20, to deliver 
everyone's donations, which are 
currently in storage at locations 
across the county. 

"For several reasons we need 
to call a temporary halt to the 
donations. 

"There is a bottleneck on 
the ground in Calais - the aid 
agencies and charities have had 


an unprecedented amount of 
donations over the last few weeks 
and they need time to work 
out what their needs are going 
forward. 

"In the meantime we are 
asking people to hang on to 
their donations and to direct any 
monetary donations directly to 
CalAid by visiting calaid.co.uk."

Rail line upgrade 
is now postponed 


AMBITIOUS plans to build a 
second railway line between Ely 
and Soham have been put on 
hold, Ely News can confirm. 

Network Rail bosses say that 
surveys and ground installa¬ 
tion works they have carried out 
show that the proposals would 
be “far more complex than an¬ 
ticipated”. 

The work would have been 
carried out as part of Network 
Rail’s wider programme to pro¬ 
vide additional capacity for 
freight services operating to and 
from the port of Felixstowe. 

The Ely to Soham double- 
tracking was one of a small num¬ 
ber of projects to be funded sep¬ 
arately using the Department 
for Transport’s Investment Fund 
Framework and public consul- 
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tation exercises got under way 
in the spring. But the scheme 
is now postponed until funding 
can be identified to deliver it. 

A Network Rail spokeswoman 
said: “Earlier this year, we held 
our first feasibility consultation 
with residents and other interest 
parties in the Ely area to try and 
better understand the impact of 
the proposal to install a second 
track between Ely and Soham. 

“Since then a lot of detailed 
work has been undertaken in¬ 
cluding surveys and ground 
investigation works. This work 
has identified that this project 
is far more complex than we an¬ 
ticipated meaning the funding 


required to deliver the project 
by 2019 is more that the budget 
available. 

“Owing to this, we have de¬ 
cided to put this project on hold 
until funding can be identified 
to deliver it. All the work we have 
done so far will inform any fu¬ 
ture scheme and we will keep 
people in the area informed.” 

Network Rail says it will now 
be working with Cambridgeshire 
County Council to “understand 
any impact” on the authority’s 
plans to re-open Soham railway 
station - something for which 
residents have campaigned for 
years.

“Young Driver has given 
me a good understanding of 
how to drive, and how to be 
safe on the roads, which will 
be really useful when I turn 


17.” 

Participants also had to 
complete the Goodyear 
Driving Academy, an in¬ 
teractive online driving 
simulator which tests their 
knowledge of the Highway 
Code. 

Kim Stanton, from Young 
Driver, said: “We’re delight¬ 
ed for Ashton and would like 
to offer our congratulations. 

“Our aim has always been 
to create a safer next genera¬ 
tion of young drivers. 

“The current accident 
rate for youngsters is shock¬ 
ingly high - one in five crash 
within six months of passing 
their test. 

“We believe it is vital to 
get youngsters learning to 
drive at an earlier age, so 
they can gain more experi¬ 
ence and when they’re more 
naturally receptive to safety 
messages.”

Don’t become 
a victim of 
latest scams 


CRIMINALS are pretending 
to be police officers to try to 
con the public out of money. 

Cambridgeshire police are 
urging residents to be vigi¬ 
lant and not fall victim to the 
scam following two incidents 
in East Cambridgeshire. 

A force spokesman said: 
“East Cambridgeshire has 
received two incidents of 
criminals claiming to be 
police officers in an effort 
to convince a victim to part 
with large sums of cash. 

“The offender calls the 
victim, purporting to be a 
police officer, and tells them 
they are investigating a fraud 
on their bank account and 
have someone arrested. 

“They might also claim to 
be from the victim’s bank, 
again stating they are inves¬ 
tigating fraudulent activity 
on their account.” 

Police are urging people to 
never give personal bank de¬ 
tails out over the phone. 
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The spokesman said: “The 
offender asks for account 
information, including card, 
security and PIN numbers. 

“Sometimes the offend¬ 
ers will ask victims to key in 
their PIN number into the 
phone. They may also ask 
the victim to withdraw a 
large sum of cash from their 
bank or building society. 

“If they make this request 
they will explain that the 
money is required as it needs 
to be forensically examined. 

“They also instruct the 
victim not to tell the bank 
why they are withdrawing 
the money, giving the reason 
that the bank might be in¬ 
volved in the fraud. 

“The victim is then in¬ 
structed to put the bank 
cards and/or money into an 
envelope and give them to a 
courier or taxi, which is sent 


to the house by the offenders 
to collect the items. 

“If bank cards are collect¬ 
ed they will be later used by 
the offenders to withdraw 
money. 

“In some cases the victim 
might become suspicious 
and doubt the validity of 
what the caller is saying. 

“If this happens, the of¬ 
fender will suggest they call 
the police via 999 or 101, or 
contact their bank in order 
that the victim can confirm 
the caller’s identity. 

“However, what the vic¬ 
tim doesn’t realise is that the 
caller hasn’t hung up so the 
line remains open, even if 
the victim hangs up, so the 
victim is put straight back 
through to the offender who 
will then pretend to be an¬ 
other person. “This ‘new’ 
person will then validate the 
original caller’s claims.” 

Call police on 101 if you re¬ 
ceive a call.

People have told me they have seen 
them. 

The location is obviously suitable for 
them and like most aviators will use 
the river to navigate and come from 
other areas 

The real issues are, can we maintain 
and nurture the area so it becomes a 
site where they flourish? 

Can we protect the area from the 
effects of development? 

Can we leave something to inspire 
awe and wonder in the eyes of our 
children and our children's children?

YOUR front page article in the Ely 
News about the alarming prospect 
of existing traditional street lamps in 
the city centre being replaced with 
modern utilitarian lighting made 
me think about the comparison 
with building development in a 
conservation area, such as the centre 
of Ely. 

If one applies for planning permission 
to alter, extend or develop a building 
in a conservation area the planning 
authority applies this test: will the 
proposed work preserve or enhance 
the character of the conservation 
area? If they consider the answer 
to be 'No' the application will be 
refused regardless of other merits it 
might have. 

Surely the same test should be 
applied to the replacement of the 
existing streetlights by the County 
Council's contractor and, therefore, 


the City Council must be right to 
request the involvement of the East 
Cambridgeshire DC conservation 
officer. The same or similar styled 
streetlights as the existing ones 
are available with modern lamp 
technology, which would ensure 
carbon emissions reductions are 
maintained, but of course they would 
be more expensive than the basic 
utilitarian design being adopted. 
Surely this would be a small price to 
pay for 'preserving or enhancing the 
character of Ely's conservation area'. 

I am also surprised the contract 
between the county council and 
Balfour Beatty does not seem to 
have included the requirement for 
sensitive and appropriate lighting 
replacement in the County's 
conservation areas and other historic 
locations, because if so the present 
dispute could not have arisen.

We must show 
compassion 

I AM writing to counter some of the 
statements made by Peter Diver in 
his letter last week Are they naive?'(3 
September). 

People are leaving Syria, not because 
they are a persecuted minority, but as 
a result of four years of civil war, with 
over 250,000 lives lost - a war that 
began with protests by the majority 
against a minority government, which 
then responded with brute force. 

It is definitely not a fact that 
communities will act to protect 
themselves from those who are from 
a different culture, religon or colour 
from them. 

The UK took in nearly 10,000 Jewish 
children just before the Second 
World War; in 1972 the UK took 
in almost 60,000 Asians expelled 
from Uganda; the West welcomed 
1.3 million people after the Vietnam 
war - all without major difficulties 
and with subsequent cultural and 
economic enrichment of the host 
countries. 

It is hardly surprising that refugees 
are not heading for Azerbaijan and 
Kazakhstan, both of whom have 
repressive regimes that heavily restrict 
freedom of assembly, speech and 
religion and where torture remains a 
serious problem. 

And perhaps we should indeed look 


at how other nations have dealt with 
refugees searching for safety from 
war: between them Turkey, Lebanon, 
Jordan, Iraq and Egypt have hosted 
3.8 million refugees. In Lebanon one 
in four residents is now Syrian. In 
contrast, the UK has resettled 216 
Syrian refugees and granted asylum 
to 4,000. 

I agree with Peter Diver that a 
fundamental change in Western 
society is needed, and quickly: 
Europe's population is large enough 
to absorb substantially larger numbers 
of refugees. And perhaps those of us 
not facing 'a tough life' can find it in 
our hearts to show compassion and 
provide safely and shelter to those 
who are.

Flood risks - 
your say

RESIDENTS are being urged 
to speak up about how flood 
risks in the Ely area could be 
better managed. 

The Cambridgeshire Flood 
and Water Supplementary 
Planning Document (SPD) 
is being produced by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil in conjunction with the 
county’s five other local plan¬ 
ning authorities, including 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The council says the docu¬ 
ment will support policies in 
each authority’s Local Plan. 

The guidance seeks to re¬ 
duce the environmental 
impact of new homes and 
businesses on the water envi¬ 
ronment. 

The council says this will 
be through “outlining how 
sustainable drainage systems 
(SuDS) should be used in new 
developments and how flood 
risk should be managed”. 


The authority adds: “SuDS 
mimic natural drainage like 
gullies and ponds to manage 
surface water run-off from 
development to reduce flood 
risk, and can also deliver wid¬ 
er benefits such as providing 
green areas that are good for 
plants, animals and people”. 

Residents, businesses and 
local groups are being urged 
to have their say on the draft 
guidance. 

Tanya Sheridan, head of 
growth and economy at Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil, said: “Cambridgeshire’s 
history is indelibly linked to 
reclaiming land from wa¬ 
ter through many ingenious 
schemes. 

“Growth in Cambridgeshire 
needs to be sustainable and 


to this end we are consulting 
on guidance that helps man¬ 
age flood risk in new develop¬ 
ments. 

“We are keen to get people’s 
thoughts and comments on 
this over the next six weeks.” 

The consultation opened 
on Friday and people have 
until Friday, October 16 to 
have their say. 

Once finalised, developers 
will need to comply with the 
guidance when building new 
developments.

A UNIVERSITY student has raised 
around £1,500 for charity by climb¬ 
ing the world’s highest free-stand¬ 
ing mountain in memory of his best 
friend. 

Courtney Pettifor, 20, says losing 
his best friend, Dylan Minar, was 
one of the most difficult experi¬ 
ences he has ever had to deal with. 

Courtney met Dylan when they 
were fellow students at Ely College. 

Dylan, from Little Downham, 
moved to Florida, America, but the 
pair were still close friends when 
Dylan unexpectedly took his own 
life last November, aged just 19. 

Courtney, of Fishers Bank, Lit- 
tleport, was one of 28 people who 
spent six days climbing Mount 
Kilimanjaro, which is 5,895m high, 
with the Action Challenge group. 

He was raising money for PAPY¬ 
RUS - the UK charity dedicated to 
the prevention of young suicide. 

Courtney, who is currently study¬ 
ing sport science at St Mary’s Uni¬ 
versity in Twickenham, said: “Dylan 
taking his own life was a very trau-

mafic experience for everyone who 
knew him. 

“It proved to be one of the most 
difficult experiences I have ever 
had to deal with but earlier this year 
I decided that it was time, as his 
best friend, to positively remem¬ 
ber Dylan by doing this event in his 
memory. 


“It was the most amazing expe¬ 
rience. We were all speechless and 
really emotional when we got to the 
top. 

“The majority of the group suf¬ 
fered quite badly with altitude sick¬ 
ness but I didn’t, which was lucky. 

“There were 28 of us who did it 
and I certainly made some lifelong 


friends during those six days.” 

Courtney added: “I’ve raised 
around £1,500 for PAPYRUS so far, 
which is a lot more than I thought 
I would. I’d like to thank everyone 
who has donated.”

Asbestos boiler 
sold on to firm 


A DEMOLITION and li¬ 
censed asbestos removal 
company has been fined af¬ 
ter it sold a boiler found to 
contain asbestos. 

Norwich Magistrates’ 
Court heard that in 2012, 
Anglian Demolition and As¬ 
bestos Limited was the con¬ 
tractor for the demolition 
and asbestos removal work 
at the boiler house at the 
Princess of Wales Hospital 
in Ely. 

The Health and Safety Ex¬ 
ecutive (HSE), prosecuting, 
told the court the firm had 
removed two boilers from 
the boiler house and sold 
them to Kings Boiler Hire 
Limited. One of the boilers 
was then found to contain 
asbestos. 

Anglian Demolition and 
Asbestos Limited, based in 
Attleborough, Norfolk, was 
fined a total of £2,750 and 
ordered to pay £1,716 in 
costs after pleading guilty to 
an offence under Regulation 
11 (2) of the REACH Enforce¬ 
ment Regulations 2008.

Speaking after the hear¬ 
ing, HSE inspector Edward 
Crick said: “The dangers of 
asbestos fibres to health are 
well known. 

“Asbestos fibres, and 
items that have asbestos in¬ 
tentionally added to them, 
are items that cannot legally 
be placed on the market, as 
detailed by requirements 
of the Registration, Evalu¬ 
ation, Authorisation and 
Restriction of Chemicals 
(REACH) Regulation EC No 
1907/2006. 

“Placing on the market 
has a wide definition and 
includes supplying or mak¬ 
ing available, whether in re¬ 
turn for payment or free of 
charge, to a third party and 
applies at every stage in the 
supply chain.” 

Lee Storer, managing di¬ 
rector of Anglian Demoli¬ 
tion and Asbestos Limited, 
said: “Although disappoint¬ 


ed with the verdict and the 
decision to prosecute by 
the HSE, we deeply regret 
what was an unintentional 
oversight in allowing one 
of two by six tonne boilers 
containing a single asbestos 
gasket weighing approxi¬ 
mately 0.1kg to leave one 
of our demolition sites for 
refurbishment at a special¬ 
ist boiler sales and hire con¬ 
tractor. 

“It was never our inten¬ 
tion to allow this onto the 
open market and no one 
had been put at risk. 

“The company has had an 
exemplary health and safety 
record since it was formed in 
2005 and we take any proce¬ 
dural failings very seriously. 

“We have therefore re¬ 
vised our standard working 
procedures as one of the 
measures to prevent such 
recurrences.”

Landlord urges people to 
take fire safety seriously

A PUB landlord has been praised 
for swotting up on fire safety fol¬ 
lowing a blaze at his business. 

It was in June that a fire broke 
out at the Prince Albert, in Silver 
Street, Ely. 

Although the fire, which started 
in a tumble dryer, was small, the 
pub’s landlord, Mike Connelly, 
and his team have sharpened up 
their fire safety knowledge by at¬ 
tending one of Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service’s free 
business fire safety seminars. 

Officers from the service’s fire 
protection team - and Mr Con¬ 
nelly - are now calling on all local 
businesses to do the same. 

Mr Connelly, who also runs the 
Royal Standard in Ely’s Forehill, 
and The Anchor in Sutton Gault, 
said: “The business fire safety 
seminar acted to refocus my at¬ 
tention on current legislation and 
the importance of regular fire risk 
assessments. 

“First and foremost we have re¬ 
moved some of the risk from the 
building. 

“We now outsource the laun¬ 
dry of our kitchen cloths and we 
have no requirement for a tumble

dryer in the building. 

“We also now have a dedicat¬ 
ed person to do the weekly and 
monthly detection and emer¬ 
gency lighting tests and keep 
staff training up to date. We have 
scheduled this into a very specific 
time of the week so that it has be¬ 
come routine.” 

He added: “It is definitely worth 
taking the time to attend the 
business seminar to refresh your 
knowledge and to keep fire safety 
management at the forefront of 
your mind. 

“Dedicating a small period of 
time each week to fire safety man¬ 
agement and making this routine 
is achievable for every business 
and may ultimately save lives.” 

Watch Commander Darryl 
Sharp, who carried out a post¬ 
fire audit at the pub, said: “We are 
very impressed by the changes 
the business had made and hap¬ 
py to report they are fully com¬ 
pliant.”

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Our incredible 
tale of survival

Eva Clarke was born in a concentration camp in April 1945. Incredibly, two other babies 
arrived in similar circumstances just days earlier - and, now aged 70, the three have 
become ‘like siblings’. 

Ahead of the Cambridge launch of Born Survivors, the book that reveals their mothers* 
remarkable stories, Eva Clarke tells Emma Higginbotham about her indomitable mum, 
Anka. 


FEATURE 

F OR most women, pregnancy is a blissful 
time. Feeling your baby move inside you, 
while friends and even strangers admire 
your blossoming bump, is enough to make any 
expectant mum glow. 

But for Eva Clarke's mother Anka, the 
discovery of her pregnancy would have had fatal 
consequences. Arriving at Auschwitz in 1944, the 
terrified 27-year-old would undoubtedly have 
been sent to her death in the gas chamber. 

Mercifully, the three years she'd spent in 
a Czech concentration camp meant that, 
desperately malnourished, her condition didn't 
yet show. Even when the baby was due, Anka 
weighed a fragile five stone and, when she 
eventually gave birth in notorious death camp 
Mauthausen, the tiny infant she wrapped in 
newspaper to keep warm weighed just 3lbs. 

"My mother described herself as 'a barely- 
living pregnant skeleton'," says Eva, the baby 
who, against all odds, survived. 

Born in Czechoslovakia in 1917, Anka was 
the youngest daughter in a non-practising Jewish 
family. "She had tremendous joie de vivre; 
when she was young she was always known as 
'the smiling Anka'," says Eva, as we chat in the 
Cambridge home she shares with her husband 
Malcolm, a law professor. "I think that's why she 
did survive - because she had such an optimistic 
nature." 

Strikingly pretty and fiercely bright, Anka was 
the first member of the family to go to university; 
she was studying in Prague when she met her 
future husband, Jewish German architect Bernd 
Nathan. They married in 1940, but their joy was 
short-lived; Hitler had invaded Czechoslovakia 
the previous year and gradually anti-Jewish 
restrictions were falling into place. One by one, 
they began to be sent away. 

Anka and Bernd's time ran out at the end of 
1941. First Bernd received a card instructing 
him to report to a warehouse near the station - 
there was no way of escaping the summons. A 
few days later Anka's card arrived, and she too 
reported to a warehouse "with hundreds and 
hundreds of other people. They weren't given 
much food or water, and had to sleep on the 
floor for three days." 

Eventually Anka was packed on to a cramped 
train and sent to Terezin, a former Czech 
barracks behind barbed wire fences that the 
Nazis had turned into a Jewish ghetto. There, she 
and the other new arrivals were squeezed into 
unheated buildings infested with vermin, where 
they slept in three-tier bunks, 20 to a room, on 
musty straw mattresses. 

"It was a prison," shrugs Eva. "There was very 
little food, and it was incredibly crowded. To a 
large extent Terezin was a transit camp for the 
death camps. But because my parents were 
young, strong and quite capable of work, they 
remained there for three years." 

Anka was given a job handing out the paltry 
portions of food; Bernd worked as a carpenter. 
And although men and women were segregated, 
they got together whenever they could. "It was 
very dangerous because it was forbidden: the 
Germans were trying to annihilate every member 
of the Jewish race, so that was the reason for 
the segregation, so the women couldn't become 
pregnant." 

But Anka did, "and when the Nazis discovered 
that my mother and four other women were 
pregnant, they made these five couples sign a 
document that said that when the babies 
were born, they'd have to be handed over to 
be killed." 

As it happened, Anka's baby boy wasn't taken 
away after his birth in February 1944, but sadly 
died of pneumonia two months later. Distraught, 
Anka rarely spoke of him. 

In September of that year, the couple's luck 
worsened. Bernd was sent to Auschwitz, "and 
incredibly, my mother volunteered to follow him. 
Being the eternal optimist, she thought 'Well 
nothing could get any worse'. She never saw 
him again." 

By now, Anka was once again pregnant. 

"My brother's death meant my life, and my 
mother's," says Eva quietly. "Had she arrived in 
the Auschwitz death camp holding my brother in 
her arms, she would've been sent straight to the 
gas chambers. And although she was pregnant 
again, nobody knew." 

Arriving in Auschwitz was, says Eva, "sheer, 
unadulterated hell. There was such chaos, and 
noise, and this very peculiar smell that nobody 
knew what it was ... That's the one thing that 


Spielberg couldn't reproduce in Schindler's List - 
the smell." 

First came the dreaded selection process, 
conducted by SS officer Josef 'Angel of Death' 
Mengele, in which the new arrivals were judged 
fit enough to work - or not ("essentially, whether 
you were going to live or die"). Women with 
children and anyone over 40 were directed to 
the left; Anka was directed to the right. 

"Despite the fact that she'd been in Terezin 
for three years, she was still strong enough for 
work." says Eva. An hour later, stripped naked 
and with her head shorn, Mengele passed 
Anka again, and asked if she was pregnant, 

"and instinct told her to say no." Anka spent 10 
terrifying days in Auschwitz, where the prisoners 
were treated worse than animals. Crammed 
into huts, their only nourishment was a bowl of 
oily water to share, with no spoons, between 
four people. Around her, women dropped dead 
of starvation and disease or, if they showed 
weakness, were shipped off to the gas chambers. 
Starving and petrified, Anka struggled to survive 
for the sake of her unborn child. 

Unbeknown to her, two other Auschwitz 
prisoners - Priska and Rachel - were also hiding 
their pregnancies. And, like Anka, their luck was 
about to change. "First of all they were taken to 
a hut that had iron gratings on the windows, and 
they really thought 'Right, this is it'. But then they 
were given a piece of bread, which was unheard 
of," says Eva. 

It turned out that the women were about to 
embark on a journey, "and my mother said their 
joy was unmitigated when they realised, even 
though they were in a cattle truck, that they 
were leaving Auschwitz. Because in their eyes, 
nothing could've been worse." 

But the Freiberg armaments factory, where 
they were to spend six months as slave labourers, 
was hardly a respite. Working long, exhausting 
shifts, the women were frequently beaten; there 
was very little food and, frozen and famished, 


one by one they began to die. 

"It was horrendous," says Eva. "She was 
becoming more and more starved, and more 
and more obviously pregnant, which was very 
dangerous because had the Nazis realised, they 
might well have sent her back to Auschwitz to be 
killed." 

But by the time Anka, Priska and Rachel were 
clearly with child, it was too late to send them 
back - Auschwitz had been liberated. 

On April 12, Priska gave birth to her tiny, 
malnourished baby, Hana, on the factory floor. 

A few days later, realising they were losing the 
war, the Nazis evacuated the factory. Along with 
hundreds of other women, Anka was crammed 
on to an open-wagon train bound for death 
camp Buchenwald, where they were to be 
gassed. 

Packed together like cattle for 17 days, with 
no food and very little water, conditions on the 
train were appalling. It was here that Rachel 
gave birth to Mark: "She thought she would have 
to bite through the umbilical cord, but in fact 
somebody found a rusty razor blade, and that's 
how it was cut. . . " Meanwhile, Buchenwald 
was also liberated, so the train was diverted to 
Mauthausen, a notorious death camp in Austria. 
"When she saw the name, she said that's when 
labour started," says Eva. 

"She had to climb on to a cart with the other 
prisoners who were not strong enough to walk to 
the camp, and she had people lying all over her 
with typhus and typhoid fever. She thought she 
was about to die. But we both survived." 

And the reason they survived is chilling. "On 
the 28th of April, the Nazis had run out of gas 
for the gas chambers. My birthday is the 29th. So 
had the train arrived on the 27th, I wouldn't be 
talking to you now." 

Within days, the Americans liberated 
Mauthausen ("my mother reckons she wouldn't 
have lasted much longer, she was so weak") and, 
once strong enough to travel, Anka and baby Eva 


were put on a train to Prague. 

"That, for her, was the worst moment of 
her three-and-a-half years, because up to that 
moment she never allowed herself to think about 
what had happened to her family. Arriving at 
your home station, you think perhaps somebody 
would be there to meet you. But of course 
there wasn't." 

Anka's entire immediate family - her parents, 
two sisters and 8-year-old nephew - had all 
perished in the camps. What's more, she soon 
heard that Bernd had been shot dead - just nine 
days before Auschwitz was liberated. Riddled 
with lice and scabies, Anka headed to her cousin 
Olga's flat, and asked if they could stay for a few 
days to recover. They stayed for three years. 

Finally, Anka's luck changed. In 1948 she 
married Karel Bergman, a Jewish Czech who'd 
escaped in 1939 and joined the RAF as an 
interpreter, and the family moved to Wales. 

Unlike many survivors, Anka was open about 
her experiences, "and because I was always 
asking her questions, as I got older the replies 
became more detailed," says Eva. "It was 
probably very cathartic for her that she could talk 
about it." 

Determined to share her mother's story, in 
2000 Eva began working with the Holocaust 
Education Trust to tell everyone from 
schoolchildren to prisoners about what Anka 
went through. Yet it was only in 2009 that 
she discovered her story wasn't unique. After 
contacting the veterans' website of the American 
unit that liberated Mauthausen, she discovered 
first Hana, now living in California, and then 
Mark, in Wisconsin, and the three began to 
email each other regularly. 

Five years ago they met for the first time in 
Linz, Austria, at the 65th anniversary of the 
liberation of Mauthausen, "and we spent the 
whole day and evening just talking and laughing 
and crying, each of us telling our mothers' 
stories.

two years ago at the grand old age of 96, 
it really was a happy ending. "Oh it was!" 
beams Eva. "My mother never wanted to 
be identified as purely a Holocaust survivor. 
She would say I'm a very happy wife, 
mother, grandmother, great-grandmother - 
she couldn't believe she ended her life with 
three great-grandchildren. 

"I am incredibly proud of her, and I'm 
very glad I can talk about her," she adds, 
smiling again. "I talk about her endlessly.".

"And it was quite incredible; we just could not 
believe there were so many similarities. All three 
mothers were in Auschwitz, all three were in the 
Freiberg slave labour camp, all three were on 
that horrendous train journey, all three gave birth 
in April of 1945, not one of them weighed more 
than 5st, all three of us weighed not more than 
3lbs, and all six of us survived. And," she adds 
with a smile, "we're all only children, and so we 
now feel we've got siblings." 

Anka, Priska and Rachel's stories are told 
in full in a fascinating new book, Born 
Survivors, by bestselling author Wendy 
Holden. Released in May, it has already 
been translated into 15 languages and 
published in 20 countries. "I'm utterly 
delighted with it; 
all are," says 
Eva. "People 
have muttered 
'another 
Holocaust 
book', but at 
least this one is 
hopeful. It has a 
happy ending."

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Home-working 
link to trips fall 



T HE average number of 
journeys made by people 
in England each year has 
reached its lowest recorded 
level. 

Official figures show that 
the number of trips fell to 921 
last year. 

This is the lowest level since 
records began in the 1960s 
and a reduction of 16 per cent 
from 1995/97. 

The National Travel Survey 
(NTS), released by the 
Department for Transport 
(DfT), found that since the 
mid-2000s the fall in trips 
by English residents within 
Britain had largely been due 
to fewer car journeys, despite 
the proportion of households 
with access to a car remaining 
roughly unchanged. 

The average distance 
travelled by car had also 
fallen. 

The NTS reported that 
declining mileage was a factor 
in the broad levelling off of 


traffic over the past decade, 
leading to a debate over 
whether car use had peaked. 

But Paul Watters, head of 
roads policy at the AA, said 
people were being more 
careful in managing how 
much they travelled. 

"The failure of much lower 
pump prices to trigger a 
revival in car use has been 
one of the most surprising 
trends recently," he explained. 

"From July to November 
2014, the cost of petrol 
plummeted lOp a litre, saving 
more than a fiver a tank. 

"Rather than encouraging 
more mileage, petrol 
consumption fell nearly 2 per 
cent (from October/December 
2013 to the same period last 
year)." 

Since the mid-1990s, trips 
for shopping, commuting and 
visiting friends have fallen 
consistently. 

The NTS said one possible 
explanation for 43 fewer 


shopping trips being taken 
last year than in 2002 was the 
spread of online ordering and 
home deliveries. 

Four in five households 
ordered goods either online, 
by telephone or post in 2014, 
with the most common items 
being clothes, books, CDs and 
travel tickets. 

Meanwhile, the NTS said 
that commuting accounted for 
19 fewer trips in 2014 than 12 
years earlier. 

It also noted that 5 per cent 
of employed people worked 
from home last year. 

The report concluded: 
"Overall, the increase of the 
proportion of people who 
work from home could be 
linked to the decrease in 
commuting trips overall, 
although the scale of this 
effect would be likely to 
be small as home-working 
still accounts for a small 
proportion of the employed 
population."

GOING FOR GOLD: Jonnie 
Peacock is hoping to defend his 
Paralympic T44 100m title 


Football is off 
the agenda as 
Peacock eyes 
success in Rio 


JONNIE Peacock has promised to forgo football 
ahead of his bid for a second Paralympic Games 
title in Rio. 

The 22-year-old from Doddington, whose 
lower right leg was amputated after contracting 
meningitis as a five-year-old, memorably won 
the men’s T44 100m at London 2012. 

Peacock was unknown to many before thriving 
in the partisan atmosphere of the Olympic Stadium, 
but will travel to his first ‘away’ Paralympics to a 
nation fanatical about football. 

Monday marks one year to go to the 2016 
Paralympics and Peacock will not be strutting his 
stuff on a football pitch with friends in the next 
12 months. 

He broke his prosthetic foot playing five-a-side 
football ahead of his first big meet, at the 2010 
Sainsbury’s School Games, before badly twisting 
a knee when having a kick-about as a Paralympic 
champion. 

“Football’s not been a very kind sport to me,” 
said Peacock, who was speaking in Manchester 
at the Sainsbury’s 2015 School Games. 

“I definitely wasn’t playing in the build-up to 
2012.1 played in one of my breaks and tore part 
of my knee. That was end of 2013, a week before 
I started training again. 

“The first two weeks of training were rehab.” 

Steve Fudge, his coach, “wasn’t very pleased, 
shall we put it like that?” 

“Football is off the agenda,” Peacock added. 

Oscar Pistorius is no longer in contention 
after being jailed for culpable homicide of his 
girlfriend, Reeva Steenkamp, but the T44 100m 
could still be one of the Games’ main attractions 
due to the presence of another double amputee. 

Brazilian Alan Oliveira is the T44 200m cham¬ 
pion and, along with American Jarryd Wallace, is 


rated by Peacock as the biggest threat. 

“I fully expect those two to be the biggest worries 
in my head when it comes to Rio,” Peacock added. 

“(Oliveira) is one of the guys to look out for, if 
not the most dangerous guy in the field. 

“He’s the fastest guy by a long way. He’s got the 
best top speed.”
